Two gravel pit operations in 
Lowell Junction, both to provide 
material for Federal Route 93 in 
that section of town, have been 
approved by the Selectmen.

Merit pay for teachers appeared to be a lost cause this 
week, probably regardless of any action taken by the 
School Committee to salvage it. 

\ news story elsewhere in this issue tells the details 
of the teachers’ rejection of a merit plan. And we assume 

the School Committee will give this action serious consi- 

leration before adopting even the principle of merit pay. 

Actually, the Committee met last night, some hours after 
; the Townsman went to press. And perhaps the agenda in- 
cluded this discussion. 

Without knowing, at this writing, what action the com- 
mittee might take, we feel certain that merit pay here is 
at least temporarily doomed, It is a fact that the Commit- 
tee can approve it, ask for necessary funds, get them and 
put the plan into operation. But when somewhere close to 
five of every seven teachers are opposed to it, there is 
ample reason to believe the system can not work. 

This is not to be construed as a belief that the only 
action we can take is the one recommended by the teach- 
ers. But it only makes sense to recognize the pitfalls in 
administering an experimental merit plan — or any other 
plan — when a large majority of the teachers are flatly 
against it. 

And we might further point out that the reasons for the 
vote against merit pay are not at all clear. The voting 

was done by secret ballot and we understand there was 
little discussion among the teachers, other than the ques- 
tions asked of the study committee that originally drafted 
the plan. Thus it is difficult to tell whether major revi- 
sions might make the plan more palatable to the teachers. 
It is for these reasons that we believe it must be shelved 
for a while,

Our 
clear purpose is to get better 
education. Better teachers will 
help produce this. As the number 
of superior teachers increases, the 
number of better-trained students 
should also increase, A merit plan 
must be judged on its merits — as 
a producer of better-educated stu- 
dents, 

“If our School Committee were to 
give the public a comprehensive 
program along these lines, | be- 
lieve they would be entitled to end 
their case with the letters OED.”’

The Andover Teachers’ Asso 
ciation has voted down a _ merit 
proposal by a substantial! margin. 

In a meeting last week, it is 
reported reliably that just over 
50 teachers voted ‘‘no’’ on merit,

alternatives:

The 25-mile route, from Boston 
to New Hampshire, is more than 


| 60 percent under construction, the 


report stated. Completion is ex- 
pected in 1962 and will be the 
first interstate route in the state 


to be completed under the Federal 
Aid Interstate and Defense High- 
way Act. of 1953, the report con-

The entire road is estimated to 
cost $55,000,000. The portion
